The  certification  covers  immersion,  surface,  or  tubular  types  of  coolers  that 
are  mechanically  refrigerated  and  refrigeration  systems  for  non-mechanical  or  home- 
built  coolers.    Milk  handlers  other  than  i armor-producers  must  obtain  coolers  throug 
application  to  the  War  Production  Board.
